SPANISH  TREASURE  ...  by  C.  Elliott  Knoke 

How  would  you  like  to  have  some  Spanish  treasure  from  the  silver 
mines  of  Peru?  It  is  estimated  that  1 13  million  dollars  in  Spanish  gold  and 
silver  lie  at  the  bottom  of  Vigo  Bay  on  the  west  coast  of  Spain.  For  two 
centuries,  treasure  companies  have  been  sending  divers  down  to  try  to 
locate  it. 

In  October,  1702,  the  largest  treasure  fleet  ever  to  sail  from  the  New 
World  left  Mexico  under  the  protection  of  30  French  men-of-war.  One  fleet 
was  intercepted  by  a combined  fleet  of  50  British  and  Dutch  warships  under 
command  of  Sir  George  Rooke  and  forced  into  Vigo  Bay. 

During  the  battle  only  8 Spanish  galleons  were  captured,  the  rest  of  the 
22  being  sunk  by  their  crews  with  their  treasure.  Of  the  treasure  only  about 
10  million  dollars  was  captured  and  sent  back  to  England. 

The  captured  gold  and  silver  was  melted  down  and  coined  into  money 
bearing  the  portrait  of  Queen  Anne.  Under  the  bust  on  the  obverse  is  the 
word  "Vigo."  I have  several  of  these  pieces  and  consider  them  as  some  of  my 
most  interesting  coins.  You,  too,  can  have  some  of  this  Spanish  treasure 
since  these  "Vigo"  coins  of  Queen  Anne  are  quite  inexpensive.
